COMILLAS, Spain, June 15.—It is good to have the Atlan- 
tic behind us. We knew the difficulties that lay before us and 
our Yellow Bird, but we had fullest confidence both in it and in 
ourselves and we are glad that this confidence proved justified 
even despite our difficulties—such as our stowaway—which we 
did not foresee. 

Our chief trouble during the whole flight was the take-off 
from Old Orchard. We had the same amount of gasoline as we 
carried on our successful test. 

To be more certain of success we even refused gas and put 
' out our thermos bottles in order to lighten the load on the tail. 
| But when the crucial moment came in getting off, we all noticed, 
Assollant first of all, that the Yellow Bird did not rise as well 
as before. 

I was ready to open the dump valves and thought we would 
have to empty several tanks. I was crouched in the middle of 
the ship and looking back. 

Struggle to Rise With Weighted Tail. 


After we had about run our limit on Old Orchard Beach just 
as the sea loomed in front of us, I saw that the ship was not lift- 
ing and seemed tail-heavy. The next thing I knew we were up 
with the Yellow Bird’s tail still low. We passed some anxious 
moments while we flew only ten or twelve feet above the waves. 
Then we got into the wind and she began really to lift. 

It was ten minutes later when we found the real cause of the 
trouble. Young Arthur Schreiber crawled out from the tail 
We looked at him and 
realized that it was he who had added to the weight of the 
Yellow Bird and our feelings—well, they were not precisely 
friendly.

Greater Feat Because of the Extra Load. 
But there he was and there he has remained, for better or 
worse. He made himself useful on the rest of the trip and we 


now count him one of us. 
Needless to say, he added to the weight of the Yellow Bird, 


which has accomplished a really great feat, because this meant 


that we got across with a greater load than had been our idea 
'or than we had carried on the test flight. 


Moreover, the additional weight was in the tail, the worst 
place imaginable. Besides, there was danger of the lad’s feet 
getting mixed up with the steering apparatus. 

He is a brave boy, but obviously he did not realize the risk 
he was making us run, for he had never flown before, and we 
all sincerely hope no other will follow his example. 

Holes in the Fog Showed the Ocean Thrice. 


Twenty-nine miles from the American coast we ran into a 
fog which we supposed to be low, but which forced us to climb 
until within two hours we had reached a height of 2,000 § 


meters. This, we felt, was very dangerous for a heavily loaded } 


plane. 
We remained above the clouds for the rest of the flight. We 


saw the ocean only two or three times during the trip, through ! 
holes in the clouds, though naturaily we were always quite : 
aware that it was below us. We did not seea single ship. 

When night began to fall at the end of our first day’s flight, 
about 7 o’clock New York time, we ran into a very severe fog. [ 
It was a mixture of mist, fog, rain and wind, with complete | 
obscurity for from eight to ten hours. 

Dizzy Acrobatics in the Tussle With Storm. 

I don’t know how Assollant brought us through it, for it 
was nothing but an unending succession of aerial acrobatics. 

We were whirling dizzily or dropping suddenly through | 
space until Schreiber, who was courageous enough during the 
rest of the trip, took my arm and said, “I think the end has | 
| come.’ 


I told him I thought so, too. 
through the darkness from an altitude of 2 
meters. 

Finally we succeeded in flying out of the storm into clear 
skies, lit by moon and stars, through which we flew for two} 
hours. That gave Lefevre time to calculate where we were? 
and we were delighted to find that we had not left our course. ’ 

During the storm we kept our wireless running at full 
strength. Though we really felt that it could not help us, it 
was very encouraging morally to receive messages from ships}, 
and to know that we were in touch with the world. 

To start a trans-atlantic flight without wireless seems to! 
| me, after this experience, a crazy thing to do.

Nanking continues to deny that it 
had any share in the raid on the 
Russian consulate at Mukden, Har- 
bin, and declares it is investigating 
the matter. Japan's attitude in the 
event of a Sino-Soviet clash is re- 
garded in high Nationalist circles as 
doubtful, but it is generally believed 
that Japan would not act except to 
maintain peace in South Manchuria, 
which is Tokio’s traditional policy. 
However, there is an inclination in 
some circles to believe that Tokio 
has inaugurated a more friendly; 
policy to Moscow, and that it will be 
inclined pacifically to support Rus- 
sia’s position in Manchuria if for no 
other reason than to distract atten- 
tion from this problem as long as 
possible, thus maintaining the status 
quo in South Manchuria. 


Feng Moving to North. 


Another angle of the whole affair 
is Moscow’s alleged proffer of as- 
sistance to Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang, 
whose break with Nanking is no 
nearer a solution. Neither side is 
fighting openly. Many telegrams 
pass between politico-military fac- 
tional leaders and the latest inti- 
mation is that Feng is ready to leav« 
the country ‘‘in the best interest of 
our people,’’ as he telegraphed to 
General Yen Hsi-shan, Governor of 
Shansi. 

Feng is concentrating further and 
further to the northwest, where his 
position is virtually impregnable, but | 
it is doubtful if he will be able to 
hold his armies together in the 
barren provinces of Shensi and 
Kansu, particularly if the deadlock 
continues through the Summer into 
the rigorous northern Winter. 

The reported Red foray into Mon- 
golia seems to support Nankingz’s 
allegations that the Soviet intrigue 
with Feng is bearing fruit. It is 
too early to determine the veracity 
of these charges and countercharges 
but the situation holds grave possi- 
bilities.

DISPUTE THE VALUATION 


Contend That Regulation of Charges 


Is Matter for the 


Legislature. 


The joint brief of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission and the city, as de- 
fendants in the suit of the New York 


Telephone Company for increased 
rates, has just been completed. It 
was prepared by Charles G. Blakes- 


lee, chief counsel! of the commission: 
Melvin L Krulewitch, assistant 
counsel, and M M Fertig and 
Harry Hertzoff, assistants to the 


Corporation Counsel 

The brief criticizes counsel] for the 
company for what are termed “‘im- 
material and abusive statements’ 
and says that the defendants do not 


feel competent to compete in such 
characterizations and invective. It 
charges that the company made 
claims as to value before the com 
mission which were different than 
those made before the special mas- 
ter and asserts that the value 
claimed before the Federal court ex 


ceeded the amount which the master 
was asked to find, and that there 
is no basis for the company's state 
ment that the master's valuation 


represented an increase of only 4 per 


cent over the original cost 
It is alleged that the depreciation 


reserves should be deducted or much 


smaller amounts should be allow:d 
for depreciation charges in operating 


expenses, and it is pointed out that 
such charges represent actual! dollars 
withdrawn from revenues. The brief 
explains that the company's practice 
collect practically all of its 
telephone rates in advance and that 
the amounts of depreciation are not 
paid out but are put in the treasury 
of the company and charged as an- 
nual operating expenses 

It is asserted that these withdraw- 
als for 1927 amounted to $29,688,693. 
of which only $14,000,000 was spent 
actually used Then the brief 
says of the total amount of the de- 
preciation charges 

‘‘A practice which allows $156,000,- 
006 in cash to be put away by the 
plaintiff amounts to more than a 
mere bookkeeping entry. Now, the 
plantiff has not this amount in cash, 
but has ised the money to construct 
telephone properties. And these re- 
serves, except for a small balance, 
are not now in its treasury, but are 
represented by telephone plant and 
property.”’ 

Then the brief says that telephone 
subscribers have been required to 
pay double charges, that ‘‘they have 
had to pay rates large enough to per-

The executive committee of the 
Association of Grand Jurors of New 


York County made public yesterday 
a letter addressed by them to George 


W. Wickersham as Chairman of the 
National Commission on Law En- 


forcement and Observance, in which 
they suggest enlisting the cooperation 
of the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Surety Underwriters, ‘‘and othe: 
official or private agencies which 


have to do with crimes against prop- 


erty.’’ 
“Your commission the letter 
reads, in part, ‘‘has emphasized the 


fundamental importance of nation- 


wide crime statistics, of which the 
most reliable now obtainable un- 
doubtedly are those collected for 


rate-making purposes by those com- 
panies which insure property owners 


against financial losses accruing 
from crime. These corporations rep- 
resent private investment by policy 


and stockholders of hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars as protection against 
losses from theft, burglary, robbery 
fraud, forgery, embezzlement and 
other crimes against property 
‘“‘What the life insurance 
nies have done in the last 
five years to promote public 
and combat preventable disease, 
casualty and surety companies could 
do to suppress crime and to promoté 
the true administration of justice.’’ 
The letter set forth further 
such companies had an obligation to 
the public as well as to stock and 
policy holders, and that the obliga- 
tion to the public had been neglected 
It suggested that they cooperate with 
public authorities in the prevention, 
detection, apprehension and prosecu- 
tion of crime. The grand jurors also 
offered their own cooperation and 
records.

Dr, Swope in his address said: 

“Great and fundamental changes 
have come into the apnduct of busi- 
mess and industry in recent years. 
The units of organization have be- 
come larger, laws and public opin- 
ion more definitely crystalized, 
ethics of doing business have been 
put on a more satisfactory basis and 
ownership has become more diversi- 
fied—all tending to make manage- 
ment more and more objective and 
professional, and to put it in the 
position of trustees, not only for in- 
dividual owners but also for employes 


and the public. 

‘Science and invention have broad- 
ened the field of industry, not only 
by bringing out entirely new things 
but by great improvement in old, 
whieh have made them advisable 
te a much larger part of the public. 

‘Business and industrial organiza- 
tions have become so large that 
they can no longer be run by one 
man, or group of men, by intuition. 
The requirement and probable use of 
the public must be studied and an- 
alyzed; new methods proposed must 
be subjected to searching tests and 
plans of development and exploita- 
tion carefully mapped out. Analysie 
and decision are distinctly the train- 
ing and attitude of the engineer. 

‘Industry is geeking new men 
Large organizat¥ens offer great op- 
portunities, and although at first 
progress may be slow, sometimes 
causing impatience and discourage- 
ment, after that going ‘over the top’ 
brings one to a broader outlook, espe- 
cially if one has imagination in addi- 
tion io engineering training such as 
you have received.”’ 

Dr. Davis, addressing the alumni 
body, reviewed the activities of his 
first presidential year. He told them 
of a relaxation in the rules and a 
relaxation of the academic demands 
upon the students to give them more 
freedom, aiming at bringing about a 
spirit of greater responsibilty in 
them. Certain changes had been 
made in the curriculum, Dr. Davis 
said, so that, although the only de- 
gree awarded by the institute is that 
of Mechanical Engineer, the gradu- 
ate will have upon completion of 
his course the fundamentals of the 
five branches of engineering. 

Dr. Davis announced three classes 
of gifts during the year, $407,316 in 
bequests, $3,600 in scholarships and 
$147,000 in expectancy, of which the 
gchool has been already notified. 
This is a total of $557,916 

During the year the Anton Wood 
Burchard Endowment of $300,000 for 
a professorship in the Department 
of Electrical Engineering was made 
by Princess Henry of Reuss, the 
former Mrs. Burchard. There was 
also a gift of $50,000 toward the en- 
dowment of the Alexander Crombie 
Humphreys Professorship in Econ- | 
omy in Engineering. 

The alumni contributed toward 
previous funds the sum of $8,355. 
Seventeen members of the One Thou- | 
gand Dollar Club gave a total of 
$17,000. In addition there was estab- 
lished the Western Electric Company 
Scholarship, carrying $1,200, and 
the W. H. Ingersoll Scholarship of 
$2,400. 

The institute will reeeive $147,000 
more, Dr. Davis said, upon the oc- 
ecasion of certain conditions and 
events. The amounts making up the 
total were pledged during the past 
year.

Say Industry Faces Chaos. 


The cab industry is facnig chaos, 
according to owners, drivers, manu- 
facturers and dealers, who declare 
that they will attend Tuesday’s hear-

19,500 cabs actually in service on 
May 31 and about 45,000 drivers em- 
ployed.

Shorter Maturities Chiefly in De- 


mand—Stock Market's Needs 
Not Expanding. 


Largely under the influence of 
easier money conditions coincident 
with the Treasury financing and the 
slackening of stock-market demand 
for credit, a more optimistic view of 
the future of money rates developed 
week. 

Although call rates held at 8 per 
cent during the early part of the 
week, time money became persis- 
tently es @>r, and the rate for de- 
mand loans dropped to 7 per cent in- 
side the Stock Exchange and to 6% 
per cent over the counter at the 
close of the week.

In the time- 
money market there were virtually 
no dealings except in the shorter 
maturities, which reflected the de- 
sire of brokers to safeguard them- 
selves against a possible call money 
squeeze over the first of July. 
Toward the close of the week banks 
extended themselves somewhat to 
place funds in the call market, in an 
ticipation of the Treasury overdraft 
yesterday afternoon. Since there is 
normally a hiatus between the Treas- 
ury’s payment of maturing bills and 
its receipts from the sale of the new 
issue and from tax payments, this 
gap is tided over by a credit from 
the Federal Reserve Bank.

NAVAL SITUATION EASIER 





From Conversations of Presi- 
dent Capital 
Expects Vital Peace Steps.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Already 
it is apparent that public opinion in 
both countries is ready to incline 
sympathetically to authoritative con- 
firmation of the intimation that the 
jnew Prime Minister of Great Britain 
|contemplates visiting Washington to 
discuss Anglo-American relations 
with President Hoover. 

How important this reported proj- 
ect is regarded in America is at- 
tested by its immediate recognition 
by newspapers as an outstanding 
piece of news. The flood of edito- 
rial comment, very generally approv- 


|ing, was equally indicative of the 


interest shown by the front-page dis- 
play given to the dispatches from 
London and their reflection in dis- 
patches from Washington. 

On the whole,’ this manifestation 
of popular approval, for that ap 
pears to be a fair interpretation of 
the news and comment in the domes- 
tic press, is somewhat surprising. 
It burst forth at a time when a very 
marked disposition existed to be ex- 
tremely critical of Britain and things 


British. Here in Washington, the 
gathering place of people from all 
sections of the country, that critical 
disposition was construed by many 
observers as reflecting a rather 
general sentiment. 

But in Washington the expressions 
of those in public positions of con- 
sequence, which means, of course, 
officials of the government and Sen- 
ators and Representatives, were suf- 
ficiently cordial toward Ramsay 
MacDonald’s accepted purpose to 
make one worider whether the cb 
viously critical attitude was impreg- 
nated with actual unfriendliness, 


Feeling Against Britain. 


During the consideration of the 
fifteen-cruiser building program by 
the Senate early this year, the strong 
backing of the program by Senators 
was interpreted as a reflection of 
popular feeling. Doubtless much of 
that feeling was directed against the 
British Government as the out 
growth of the abortive ending of the 
naval disdrmament conference which 
met at Geneva in the Summer of 
1927 at the call of President Cool- 
idge. While the accusation was de- 
nied by those foremost in furthering 
the fifteen-cruiser measure, some 
Senators made no bones of saying in 
public debate that this proposed in- 


; 


crease in our navy was aimed at 
Britain. 
Certainly, the idea was prevalent 


that Britain at Geneva had an eye 
to possible differences with the 
United States in resisting proposals 
for substantial curtailment of her 
naval strength designed to bring her 
nearer to a parity with the Amer 
cau Navy in cruiser tonnage 

But among many persons who put 
no stock in suggestions that hostili- 
ties between the two nations would 
occur ultimately, a strong opinion 
prevailed that the British attitude 
toward America was altogether un- 
friendly. 

Naturally, this thought produced im 
ritation, which was accentuated by 
several circumstances, chief among 
them the British attitude in the 
Geneva Naval Conference and the 
publication of the ‘‘Uncle-Shylock” 
cartoeg in a London newspaper. 

Deep down at bottom, however, 
the pin-pricks felt by Americans 
were social in a personal sense 
rather than political. The belief 
prevailed that Americans as a people 
were being harshly and unjustly 
judged by the British pudlic, their 
character and their institutions were 
being held up to scorn and that, gen- 
erally, the average Britisher looked 
down on Americans as a people ac- 
tuated only by the most sordid mo- 
tives. 

But it took only the merest hint 
that the head of the new Labor Goy- 
ernment at London contemplated 
visiting Washington to see President 
Hoover on a good-will mission, aim- 
ing at the establishment of cordial 
relations on a practical basis, to 
bring out a chorus of approval loud 
enough to drown the ‘‘ouches’”’ which 
the pin-pricks produced. 

While absence of official in- 
formation restrained’ President Hoo- 
ver from any public comment, it was 
made sufficiently clear that the 
British Prime Minister would find 
sympathetic cooperation from this 
government in his reported desire to 
bring about a better spirit in Anglo- 
American relations. 

Whatever effect the resisting atti- 
tude of the Admiralty representatives 
at Geneva and additional incidents 
not relished by this government may 
have had on the sensibilities of Amer- 
ican public men when they occurred, 
Washington officials have gradually 
been acquiring the impression that 
there has been a more favorable dis- 
position toward the United States on 
the part of the British authorities 
and a considerable body of British 
opinion. 

For example, there was the out- 
burst of criticism over the course of 
the British delegates at Geneva which 
tended to create the impression that 
a myriad of British people believed 
a liberal naval! limitation accord with 
the United States to be desirable. 
Out of that grew the contention that 
armament curtailment was some- 
thing to be adjusted by statesmen 
and not hy technical experts.

Celebrate Religious Freedom. 


Pontificial high mass will be cele- 
brated in Phoenix Park on June 23 
as part of the hundredth anniversary 
of the removal of the political and 
other disabilities on Roman Catholics 
in Ireland and the solemn service is 
to be recorded on the talking films 
More than 200,000 people are exnected 
to attend—a crowd unsurpassed in

CRIMINOLOGY. 
the Editor of The New York Times: 


The rivalries between various 


schools of criminology in their quest 


for the honor of important discovery 
or superior wisdom are often amus- 
ing. But, recently, the inciination of 
one side to hold the other up to 
public ridicule and contempt has 
reached a stage of downright un- 
fairness. 

In THe Times of June 9, a crimi- 
nologist takes to task not only the 
neurologist Hickson, who has ex- 
amined some 40,000 criminals, but 
‘psychiatrists’ in general. 

He places Dr. Hickson on the spit 
for “‘solemnly asserting that crimi- 
nalism is innate,’’ and gives illustra- 
tions and arguments which as far as 
one @ass of offender is concerned, 
almost any one wiil endorse. But in 
his zeal to ‘defend ‘‘the efforts 
of penetrative, far-seeing minds’’ 
against the fallacies of psychiatrists, 
he begins with a misunderstanding 
of what the neurologist actually 
said. 

Dr. Hickson was not discussing the 
criminal as a whole in his recent 
pronouncement regarding the causes 
of crime, but a certain type called 
the gangster. in prisog itself, this 
variety will doubtless constitute a 
minority, if for no other reason than 
the fact that it is usually the inex- 
perienced malefactor, the victim of 
economic c'rcumstances, who bun- 


gles the job and gets caught. 


I have before me both the opinion 
of Dr. Hickson as published on May 
27 and also the letter of the dis- 
agreeing critic. Both of these were 
taken from THe TIMEs. THE TIMES 
version began as follows: ‘‘Science 
is developing a psychological picture 
of the gangster and what makes his 
murderous character.’’ The expres- 


sions ‘‘gangster’’ and ‘‘racketeer’’ 
are used in almost every paragraph, 


making it plain that the neurologist 
was speaking of a particular type of 
criminal—not all offenders against 
the law. Time and again, says Dr. 
Hickson, has he labeled youths as 
killers, only to have his prophecy 
fulfilled 

Another neurologist once made the 
claim that there was a certain crimi- 
nal type which had been rendered 
abnormal by a persistent thymus 
(childhood gland), and suggested 
amid much ridicule that post-mortem 
examinations be conducted to prove 
it. His advice was followed in the 
West Virginia State Penitentiary, 


and of nineteen murderers examined 


every one was found to have a per- 
sistent thymus. 

Let us not forget, of course, that 
all of these sciences are still in their 
infancy and subject therefore to con- 
siderable error, but meanwhile petty 
rivalry between disagreeing factions 
will do little to solve the problem of 
crime FOSTER McLAIN.

Admiral Fiske is in 
error regarding action on the modi- 
fied navy bill, with regard to which 
the Federal Council simply support- 
ed President Coolidge. The Federal 
Council disapproved the ‘‘big navy 
bill’’ and also supported President 
Coolidge as to the time limit on the 
modified measure, just because it 
had previously urged precisely the 
proposal for general reduction now 
advocated by President Hoover, and 
also because it was felt that the rati 
fication of the Kellogg proposal by 
the Senate should not be practically 
nullified, by the setting of a simul-

The Council's Position. 


The Federal Council does not over- 


look the fact that there must be 


moral and spiritual disarmament, and 
it is only occasionally that it takes 
negative action such as on the “‘big 
navy bill,’’ which was cut down to 
about a third. More than nine-tenths 
of its work is constructive and edu- 
cational, like that of its Committee 
on World Friendship Among Chil- 
dren, beginning thus its educational! 
processes where they should begin 
When Secretary Kellogg asked the 
churches to support his proposal the 
Federal Council felt that it could not 
do so without advising against a pro- 
posal which at that moment would 
embarrass it. 

What I should like to see would be 
more navy men doing what General 
O’Ryan, General Bliss and General 
Allen of the army are doing for 
peace. Captain Knox has done in- 
finitely more to injure the Navy De- 
partment than any or all the actions 
of all the peace societies put together 
looking toward any restraint upon it 

I am not quite so confident, how- 
ever, as Admiral Fiske as to the re- 
liability of the Naval Intelligence De- 
partment. For its chiefs and for its 
expert knowledge of naval prepara- 
tion I have respect, but I have known 
many subordinates who invariably 
found and reported just what they 


| looked for I saw something of 


espionage on the Franco-American 
front with Chaplain Brent in 1918 
and I was unable to trust it. My 
disposition would be to check up on 
much of the information thus ac- 
quired The system is psychologi- 
cally deficient, as is the spy system 
in general, and in any event it is not 
adequately discerning as to the signs 
of the times and its sphere of infor- 
mation is very limited.

Tue New York Times of June 9, 
under the heading, ‘‘Navy Held to 
3e:«€©vBest)6«Judge of Sea Defense 
Needs,’’ the public will be sadly 
misled unless it remembers that .the 
tailor who knows how to make a 
coat and the builder who can make 
a house are the last persons to de- 
cide the needs of the people who are 
to use them. These must decide the 
size, the style, the material, the cost 
and the purpose of them and whether 
they want them at all 

Our naval needs depend on our 
policy. Policies are the most im- 
portant factor in preparedness. What 
we are willing to fight for depends 
on our people and Congress, not on 
men who have been playing war 
games for years and thinking of 
neighbors in terms of enemies. 
They are usually the last persons 
who have studied substitutes for war 
or who understand the philosophy of 
war and peace. 

These masters of the paraphernalia 
of war—tanks, machine guns, poison 
gas, submarines, capital ships and 
cruisers—are not statesmen and are 
not the men to estimate our needs, 
because they cannot estimate our in- 
terests and our dangers. These de- 
pend on psychological and political 
conditions. Explosives bear no rela- 
tion to justice and are incapable of 
achieving justice. Admiral Fiske 
correctly says that soldiers do not 
cause war. It is blundering states- 
men, egged on by blundering editors 
and a few ambitious elements who 
misjudge their own interests, who 
create declarations of war. 


Over-Preparedness a Fault. 

The over-preparedness of all the 
great nations, which was born of 
fear and ignorance as to how other 
nations would react, was the pri- 
mary cause of the World War. The 
secret facts in the Office of Naval 


Intelligence, to which Admiral Fiske 
so solemnly refers, may be of in- 
terest to the fighting experts, but 
are of slight significance to our 
statesmen and our people. To most 
people it will probably be news that 
our naval bills originate with these 
naval experts and only when they 
have done their work go to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for editorship or 
review on their way to Congress. 
The esteem which Admiral Fiske, 
reflecting probably the common 
naval attitude, has for Congress in 
this matter appears from his remark 
that when the naval bill comes to the 
House ‘‘the members have full op- 
portunity to vent all their rage 
against it,"’ as later ‘‘the Senate 
raves and storms.’’ The plain people 
will remember that as a result of 
the rage of the House and the raving 
of the Senate when they had duly 
heard from the people two years ago 
the navy’s demand for seventy-one 
warships was cut down to sixteen. 


Armament and Wars. 


An able army officer has said that 
during forty years the six great 
armed nations had twenty-four wars, 
while the six little, slightly armed 
naticns, presumably the three Scan- 


dinavian nations, Holland, Belgium 
and Switzerland, had only two wars. 
The prime lesson of the World War, 
the most terrible and futile of all 
wars, is that having a double-power 
navy, or the best army in the world, 
or having great alliances, did not 
prevent a nation going into it. No 
gain from the war for any nation 
was in any way comparable to its 
loss Had the nations been more 
fully prepared, the war would simply 
have come sooner. Had we been pre- 
pared to Admiral Fiske’s satisfaction 
with 2,000,000 men in 1914 we should 
have been a different people from 
what we were, and all Europe, see- 
ing the safest nation in the world 
inordinately armed, would have been 
still more armed and have looked on 
us with dread. 

Admiral Fiske'’s dictum that ‘“‘all 
wars have been brought on by causes 
that were fundamentally economic’”’ 
echoes a popular notion which is 
hardly a half-truth. We have as.bit- 
ter struggles between labor and capi- 
tal within our countries, as severe 
losses as those in our textile indus- 
try due to changing conditions of 
business, as the economic struggles 
between nations. Some of our States 
are poor and small; some have many 
and others few resources These 
conditions do not lead to interstate 
wars, precisely because the wise 
framers of our Constitution provided 
and taught the world the three great 
methods of efficient preparedness 
Federal government, in which each 
sovereign State surrendered a little 
of its sovereignty as regards national 
issues; establishment of the Supreme 
Court to settle interstate disputes, 
thus already preventing by about 
ninety judicial decisions on interstate 
disputes any war occurring between 
one State and another; and thirdly, 
by providing interstate free trade, 
which has been largely the source of 
our prosperity and the prevention of

Mr. Wickersham’s Distinction Between Classes o 


Statutes Hailed 


To the Editor of The Ne York 7 es: 
Mr. Wickersham in his letter of 


June 7 to THe Times advances the 
argument on the problem of law en-| 
forcement to a point where a serious} 
decision must be made. Upon the 
nature of this decision will depend, | 
in my judgment, the eventual success 
or failure of the work of the Law| 
Enforcement Commission. It is there- 
fore of considerable importance that 
we examine his argument and seé 
whether or not we can agree with 
what seems to be his conclusion. 


In the first place, he says that there 


are two sets of laws to be considered, 
They are 1. Laws ‘“‘which undertake 
to regulate personal and social habits 
of the individual,’’ and 2. Laws which 


are ‘fundamental for the protection 
of life and property.”’ 


In the second place, he says that 


there are two classes of law viola- 
tors to be considered. They are per- 
sons “highly placed in the communi- 
ty’’ who think poorly of, and there- 
fore disregard, laws in Set 1, but 
who are “‘peculiarly dependent upon’’ 
those in Set 2, and persons who vio- 
late the laws in Set 2 (and presuma- 
bly those in Set 1 as well). 


Finding the Difficulty. 


In the third place, he agrees with 


Tue Times that ‘‘because one class 
of the community (Class I) think 
poorly of a law which undertakes to 
regulate personal or social habits of 
the individual (Set 1), it does not fol- 


low that they (Class I) wish to re- 
lax enforcement of the laws against 
crime (Set 


2). 


In the fourth place, he states what 


he believes to be ‘‘the trouble’: “If 
one class of the community (Class 
I) may openly disregard laws which 
they object to (Set 1), they afford a 
justification to another class in the 
community (Class II) in disregarding 
a different set of laws (Set 2), which 
may be fundamental for the protec- 
tion of life and property. 


°* * #’ 


Now, if this last point is well taken, 


what is the proper remedy? Mr 
Wickersham evidently believes that 
it is to be found in a necessary 
change of attitude on the part of 
the persons in Class I; they must 
observe and support the laws in Set 
1 (which they ‘‘think poorly of’’) in 
order to induce the persons in Class 
II to observe the laws in Set 2. But 
I venture to suggest that a simpler 
more obvious and more reasonable 
remedy is to be found in the elimina- 
tion or repeal of the laws in Set 1. 
In that case the influential citizens 
in Class I, contemplating only those 
laws which they are ‘‘peculiarly de- 
pendent upon” (Set 2), would have 
every reason to work for law ob- 
servance on the part of both Class 
I and Class II. 


Propriety of Regulation. 


This naturally raises the question 


as to whether the regulation of the 
personal and social habits of the in- 
dividual is a proper subject of law 
in any case. My own answer would 
be that, while such regulation may 
in some cases conceivably be a prop- 
er subject of State legislation under 
its police powers, it is certainly not 
a proper subject of Federal legisla- 
tion, and, least of all, of constitu- 
tional amendment 
ever, it is surely relevant to raise the 
question as to how far observance 
and enforcement of the law may de- 
pend upon its nature and content. 
When, as now, there seems to be an 
increase of crime we are too ready 
to leap to the conclusion that there 
is either something wrong with the 
citizen or something wrong with the 
machinery of enforcement. We fail 
to consider the bare possibility that 
there may be something wrong with 
the law. 


May we not expect that the mem- 


bers of the Law Enforcement Com- 
mission will devote some _ serious 
study to this phase of the problem? 
If they can suggest some yardstick 
by which we can measure the utility, 
or some criterion by which we can 
evaluate the justice, of our laws, they 
will have rendered the nation an in 
valuable service. Let us hope that 
Mr. Wickersham’s recognition of a 
distinction between a law which un 
dertakes to regulate personal or so 
cial habits of the individual and laws 
against crime is only the first step 
in that direction

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—Offi- 
cial Philadelphia is agitated over the 
results of a health survey of the city 
just completed under the direction 
of Dr. Haven Emerson of New York. 
The officials are particularly aroused 
by those conclusions relating to the 
municipal water supply, which Dr. 
Emerson described as potentially 
dangerous. 

The survey director presented his 
conclusions last week and in so do- 
ing issued a warning that Philadel- 
phia faces the hazard of a disease 
calamity by the continued pollution 
of the rivers which supply its drink- 
ing water. Since then Mayor Mackey 
and members of his cabinet have 
studied the report thoroughly, with 
the result that they replied this 
week, point by point, to Dr. Emer- 
gon’s conclusions. 

The Mayor protested that it was 
*“cruel’’ for the New York physician 
to “‘disturb the people of Philadel- 
phia by making statements based an 
incomplete data collected by em- 
ployes while he was in Europe. 

Thought City Was Safe. 

This city, like most large cities, 
has been grappling for years with 
the water supply question, and de- 
spite the pollution of the Delaware 
and Schuylkill by sewage and the 
waste matter of industrial plants, 
officials had reached the conclusion 
that the supply was not only ade- 
quate for the next three-quarters of 
a century but was well-protected by 
an elaborate filtering system 
One of Mayor Mackey’s campaign 
slogans was ‘‘a glass of pure drink- 
ing water from every spigot in the 
city,’’ and the water question re- 
ceived consideration soon after he 
entered office. The Kendrick admin- 
istration had endorsed a $100,000,000 
proposal to tap the Perkiomen- 
Tohickon watershed and to locate an 
impounding basin above the Dela- 
ware Water Gap. An extensive sur- 
vey was prepared by a staff engineer 
of the Bureau of Municipal Research 
warning the city that it should look 
to the future when it would have to 
go far from here for its water and 
should therefore make preparations 
now to meet the situation A com- 

ittee of the Regional Planning Fed- 
eration advised similar action 

Early this year Alexander Murdoch 
Director of Public Works, made an 
nspection of the city’s water plants 
and anr aes that plans for obtain- 
ing additional water from sources 
outside Philadelphia were ‘‘abso- 
lutely unnecessary.’’ The proposals 
of the Kendrick administration were 
rejected as needless expenditures. 
“With merely some additions to 
the filtering and pumping capacity 
at Torresdale, this supply could be 
brought from its present daily aver-

The United States pantent laws in 
very nearly their present form have 
been in effect since the year 1790 
Combinations did not begin to 
threaten the life of trade until nearly 
a century later.

subject to existing patents and con- 
tracts thereunder, for Congress to 
have modified or nullified the patent 
laws when it came to enact the anti- 
trust legislation. Nothing of the 
kind was done or intended and the 
United States Supreme Court has 
several times declared that, while 
the Jaw would not permit patents to 
be ‘‘made a cover’’ for violation of 
the anti-trust acts there is, never- 
theless, nothing in the anti-trust 
laws designed to deprive the owner

But the decisions of the Federal 
Courts and even of the United States 
Supreme Court concerning trade re- 
strictions involving patents, as to 
whether or not they constitute a 
‘“‘cover’’ for a violation of the anti- 
trust acts, have not always appeared 
uniform In the Dick Company 
case (224 U. S. 1), the patentee of 
a rotary mimeograph sold it under 
a license restriction that it should 
be used only in connection with sten- 
cil paper, ink and other supplies, all 
unpatented, and manufactured by 


the Dick Company. The defendants 


engaged in business in New York 
City, sold ink to the purchaser of 
a mimeograph with knowledge that 
the ink would be used in violation 
of the restrictive agreement. It was 
held by the United States Supreme 


Court that the defendants were lia- 


ble as contributory infringers of the 
patent, and that the _ restrictive 
agreement was not unreasonably in 
restraint of trade, although it was 


argued that the effect of the agree- 


ment was to extend the monopoly of 


the patent to unpatented materials

PREDICTS ‘AIR TRAIN’ 
OF SEVERAL TRAILERS 


German Pilot Tells How He Flew 
One of Two Gliders Towed 
by Motored Plane. 


The Raab-Katzenstein Airplane 
Works in Cassel, Germany, have been 
making tests with an airplane draw- 


ing two motorless trailers. The tests 
succeeded so well that optimists are 
already envisaging an ‘‘air limited’’ 
in regular traffic. The stunt flier 
Hans Albrecht, who piloted one of 
the trailers, here gives his impres- 
sions. 

I have made my first flight as pilot 
of a trailer plane, after having once 


piloted a tractor plane with one 
trailer. In the first test Pilot Wirth 
took the stick of the tractor and

“I was astonished at the ease with 
which my machine rose frove 
earth.

THE LADY OF LAWS. Translated 
from the German of Susanne 
Trautwein by Herbert E. Palmer 
and Leslie W. Charley. 304 pp.

N Germany they are certainly 
doing things to the historical 
novel. They have stripped it of 
all its outworn trappings and 
shown that it may be as vital and 
significant as any other form of 
fiction. Feuchtwanger’s ‘‘Power’’| 
and Alfred Neumann's ‘‘The Devil’’ 
are now joined by Susanne Traut- 
wein’s ‘‘The Lady of Laws.’’ ‘‘The 
Lady of Laws’’ is not the equal of 
these other two, but without any 
qualms of the critical conscience it 
may be named in the same breath 
with them. Its method is less real-| 
istic; it takes a legend of the 
Bologna of the fourteenth century 
and treats it in the rather epic 
manner made possible by the per- | 
spective of history. But it never 
carries things to romantic. ex- 
tremes; its romantic quality is 
rather the vigor of a vigorous pe- 
riod in history than the misinter- 


pretation of a contemporary imagi- 
nation. 


This Lady of Laws, this Bolognese 
Ravegnana, was one of those com- 
mandingly noble and masculine 
women whose personalities leave) 
their mark upon history. In them 
abides a strength which seems the 
more remarkable because of their | 
sex, and they possess that rare and 
yet recurrent courage of their sex 
which enables them to uphold an 
ideal where most men falter. Ra- 
végnana, who came of noble blood, | 
was a professor at the University of 
Bologna. One night she was vio- 
lated without knowing by whom 
and she found herself with child 
The town buzzed with gossip and 
Slander when it recognized he 
plight. It was at this moment that 
she performed her feat of courage. 
The Guelph interests were over- 
whelmed, but she took their leader 
into her house and defied Lamber- 
tazzi, the new lord of Bologna. The 
Guelph nobles and the poor alike 
suddenly acclaimed her. Sfiga, the 
defeated, actually escaped with his 
head and was banished.

tress at the time Mario was born 
Her pride would not submit to this| 
lie, and her courage was equal to 


her pride. Then Lambertazzi, who’

her, stripped her of her offices and 
her home, permitted not even the 
nunneries to give her asylum. If

It is the toll 
which her career exacted of her 
that adds the really human note to 
this book; aside from her love for

F the general impression im- 

planted by Emil Ludwig's travel 

volume is one of studiousness, 

that derived from Mr. Wal- 
dron is one of superficiality.

The German author is philosophi- 
cal where Mr. Waldron is physical. 
Where the former is serious and | 
ruminative, the latter is casual and | 
cursory. ‘I toy with thoughts,’’ | 
remarks Dr. Ludwig at Palermo, | 
“concerning guilds, associations | 
and other matters sociological.’’ | 
At heart the author of “Bismarck” | 
and ‘‘Napoleon’’ is a biographer | 
and philospher. This does not ma- 
terially weaken the descriptive | 
framework of his new book, but it 
makes for slowness of movement, | 
and it means that certain passages 
are absorbed only after a second | 
perusal. The literary method is 
that of concentration on major de- 
tails with avoidance of triviality. 

Dr. Ludwig understands and ap- 
plies the art of dramatic contrast 
quite as well here as in his bio-| 
graphical works. He draws a vivid 
picture of the old and the new 
Athens, of the pitiful mendicant on 
the steps of the ornate cathedral, 
of steadfast nature versus protean 
man. His translators have handled 
his puissant, factual Teutonic style | 
without any loss of strength or| 
flavor. If the book falls short of | 
the reader’s expectations it is not 
because the author has failed to 
bring erudition and a love of nat-| 
ural beauty along with his note- 
book, but rather because the travel- 
book enthusiast prefers a lighter} 
touch and greater novelty. Dr. 
Ludwig's chapters on Egypt and 
Stamboul stand out as the most dis- | 
tinctive in the volume, and it would | 
be highly interesting to see him do} 
& comprehensive bicgraphy of one 
of the more illustrious caliphs or | 
Pharaohs. 

“On Mediterranean Shores” | 
dwelis more in the past than in the | 
present, and it discusses statues, | 
spires and sarcophagi in far great-| 
er detail than contemporary human | 
beings. It abounds in trenchant de-|

Now he has re-| 
studied the entire question and has | 
rewritten, revised and developed | 
the original work until he 
brought it wholly into 
modern scholarship upon all por- 
tions of the long period with which | 
it deals. In his preface to this) 
new edition he says that his re-| 
study of the entire period has en- 
abled him to trace ‘‘entirely new 
lines in the long lineage of ideas,’’ 
and to unearth ‘previously undis- | 
covered anticipations of Darwin- 
ism.’’ Fuller and more critical ex- 
amination of the work of outstand- | 
ing authors has led him to give 
some of them new rank in that 

‘lineage of ideas.'’ In this connec- 

tion he speaks especially of Goethe, 

who, in the light of modern scholar- 
ship, he says, ‘‘rises to very high 
rank among the precursors of Dar- 
win.’’

vening since the original volume

FOCH ASSAYS. THE GENIUS OF NAPOLEON

Leading the fight is the Na-| 
tional Committee for Restriction of 
Outdoor Advertising. About one | 
hundred organizations, city, State | 
and national, cooperate with the| 
committee, including such large-| 
membership groups as the General | 
Federation of Women's Clubs, gar- 

den clubs of national extent and | 
automobile associations. Hundreds | 
of other societies are waging war on | 
the eyesores of every kind.that in- | 
fest the highways. In one way or | 
another, millions of Americans are | 
taking part in the effort to ransom | 
the countryside from its captors. | 
They proceed on the theory that | 
such misuse of the roadside as they 

complain of constitutes a public 

nuisance. 


The crusaders have prevailed 
upon the Legislatures of forty-one 
States to enact laws controlling 
rural billboards through licensing, | 
taxation or eradication. Nine 
States already permit no general | 
advertising on any highway. Here 
the sacred rights of private owner- 
ship enter the case and legal bat- | 
tles begin that may last for years. | 
Usually the courts show a disposi- 
tion to uphold the nature defenders 
in their contention that perversion 
of the wayside as here described is | 
an infringement of the public wel- | 
fare. They admit that esthetic con- 
siderations are recognizable at law 
in questions arising from the zon- 
ing of cities. To extend that recog- 
nition to the country outside of the 
city is but a step. 


Justice Holmes of the Supreme 
Court of the United States has 
said, in an opinion concurred in by 
the entire court: ‘If the city de 
sires to discourage billboards by a 
high tax, we know of nothing to 
hinder.’’ It is now asked: ‘If the 
city can regulate, why not the 
township, the county, the State?’’

Under the Tariff Act of 1922 
25 per cent. of the net amount 
recovered by the Government, 
but not over $50,000 in any case, 
may be awarded and paid by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to 
any person who furnishes orig- 
inal information which leads to 
the “recovery of any duties 
withheld, or any fine, penalty 
or forfeiture incurred.” 


The Government can seize 
jewelry years after it has been 
smuggled, so that a temporary 
success at the time of arrival is 
no security. 


Information relating to the 
smuggling of jewelry may be 
sent by letter, cable or wireless 
to this office. The name of the 
informer will not be divulged 
even to Government officials. 
The information will be filed in 
the name of this Association, 
and the full reward received 
from the Government paid to 
the informer.

“crowning city’’ than when 
Marco Polo was enamored of her 
It is the Fascist intention that peo

Venice is to be maintained sound 
and sentient. Yet not by the reju 
venating ways that travelers fear; 
not in any way that alters a grace 
or keeps her from agreeably ‘‘look 
ing her age.’’ ‘It is only,’’ the 
city’s Podesta, Count Orsi, disclosed 
to a London Times correspondent,

The New Yorkers, it seems, 
have gone to the country, left the 
out-of-town buyers to take over thelr 
seats, and cheerfully left those buyers 
a two months’ legacy of wilted cok 
lars and frayed tempers. 
But maybe they are not buyers. 


Maybe they are commuters. Pere 
haps, indeed, they are even New 
Yorkers, though year-’round play 
goers, stranded in this city and 


standing on the curb between the 
acts, look at them and wag sagacious, 
doubting heads. In their turn the 
strangers, vague and uncomfortable, 
look at their watches. When does the 
Scarborough train leave? They are 
not jocular, but they are very mys 
terious. They have not the citifieg

But the out-of-town buyer: he is ine 
consequential now, and for all his 
golden legend he seems at last to bea 
mere symbol—and an obese, heavy- 
going one, at that—of what smart 
people are not.

The intimate touch which Britain 
must have with affairs in every cor- 
ner of the earth in the conduct of 
the business of an empire which 
stretches so far has made her peo- 
ple the most world-minded. They 
think about foreign affairs much in 
the manner that we think of matters 
between the States of our country. 
Sentiment does not play a great réle 


| in the actual conduct of foreign af- 
| fairs in Britain and the British do

| talking sentimentally about them. 


And so in this difference of view- 
pojnt we may find a divergence of 
approach to world affairs between 
Britain and America which means 
less than it may seem to mean.

A Modified Sun Compass.

That 
valuable instrument for steering 
courses in other regions, the mage 
netic compass, is here unreliabje, 
Commander Byrd has always found 
the Bumstead sun compass of great 
help in flying. We shall use such 
a compass with modifications for 
land navigation, this being designed 
and constructed by Harold June, 
Every man in the sledging party will 
be equipped with a safety belt, so 
that advance members can always 
be roped together to prevent any 
one being lost in a crevasse and te 
further safeguard our sledges. Loss 
of one sledge with its precious load 
of food would seriously jeopardize 
the success of the whole enterprise, 
One of the most serious reflections 
upon the scientific temper of alto- 
gether too many past field parties 
in Antarctica has been their indife 
ference to collecting geological specie 
mens. Every man in our southern 
sledging party will have at least an 
elementary knowledge of geology. 
Every one will know how to collect 
and label specimens intelligently, and 
furthermore this will be a duty come 
mon to all. With months ahead in 
which to complete details of our 
preparations, is there then any rea 
son why we should not look toward 
next Summer with eager expectancy 
as to what it will reveal to us?

Yesterday’s senior meet was a 
complete vindication of form. Of the 
four records made, three were set 
by defending champions, Spitz, An- 
dursky and Jones, and the fourth 
was a new event on fhe P. S. A. L 
program. In all, five defending 
titleholders out of five starters came 
through with victories. 

The flashy Ruby Cohen of Thomas 
Jefferson, who sprang into fame 
overnight by winning the century 
crown last year and who since had 
experienced an inexplicable string of 
defeats in the indoor campaign, 
came back strongly to retain the 
100-yard emblem in the good time 
of 0:101-5, while Sam Nottonson of 
New Utrecht fled over the barriers 
in the 220-yard low hurdles race in 
0:274-5 after he had run second in 
heat and semi-final. 

Cohen Proves Consistent. 

Cohen gave a very consistent dis- 
play of his skill. He was clocked in 
the same figures for his trial heat, 
his semi-final and then the final 
He led by a yard at the half-way 
mark and by two yarde at the finish, 
3ernie Krosney and Sid Ashkenas of 
New Utrecht following him in that 
order. 

In this day of 25-foot broad jump- 
ers Andursky’s leap of 23 feet % 
inch does not stand out in the same 
bold relief as does Spitz’s achieve- 


ment, but it is a remarkable feat for! 


a schoolboy. William Carr of Mer- 
cersburg is credited with a national 
scholastic record of 23 feet 5 inches, 
which is believed to be the only 
school performance better than An- 
dursky’s. 

The little New Utrecht red-head 
refrained from competing in his 
other specialties, the 100 and 220 
yard dashes, because of an injured 
tendon, and conserved his energies 
for the broad jump and the subse- 
quent record. 

Jones, running against a wind 
which had the flag waving briskly 
overhead, was two-fifths of a second 
behind the national scholastic rec- 
ord made by Eddie Tolan of Mich- 
igan. The big six-footer raced easily 
through his heats to win by huge 
margins and had plenty of reserve 
left at the finish. He traveled at a 
terrific pace in the first 180 yards 
and seemed to merely coast along 
for the rest of the journey to win 
by seven yards from Leslie Lockhart 
of Textile 


Teitelbaum Near Record. 


In addition to the records made, 
old standards were approached in 
five instances. Morris Teitelbaum of 
New Utrecht, the indoor titleholder. 
slammed in ahead of Harold Lamb 


of Morris and Otto Prochazaka of 
Flushing in the fine time of 0:51 4-5, 
only two-fifths of a second behind 
the old mark.
